A talking machine that 'has created

It is an interesting device, 
which reproduces with perfect accuracy 
the sounds of the human voice, not, as 
in the case of the phonograph, by mere- 
ly repeating words spoken by persons, 
but by a process which is purely me- 
chanical from start to finish and in 
which no word is spoken by any hu- 
man being. The sounds are produced 
by a system of vibration, says the Lon- 
don Sketch. Attached to the machine 
is a series of plaster heads, five in ail, 
representing the five vowels, a, e, i, 
o, u. They are each a perfect model 
of a person's mouth, fitted, with pliable 
lips and perfect teeth. 
Air currents 


set in motion by the machine are made 
to pass through the dummy mouths, 
which are fitted with sirens. 


Through his indention Dr. Marage 


has discovered that the steam sirens 
used on board ships can be so con-- 
structed as to imitate certain sounds. 
Thus different phonetic syllables may 
be obtained which could be used to 
form an international alphabet. 
By 


an ingenious contrivance attached to 
this wonderful instrument it is possible 
to see reflected in a tiny mirror the 
vocal chords of a singer. 


By the same device one can also 


trace their action and see how, as the 
note gets higher, the aperture between 
tlieni becomes less and less, until when 
the top note is reached it is almost 
closed. As the force of air current ex- 
pelled becomes stronger the opening 
decreases in size. It increases as the 
force becomes less. The smaller the 
aperture the greater the vibration. 
This is how human beings get their 
singing voices. "There is \w mystery 
about it." declares Dr. Marage. "It is 
a purely mechanical process, based on 
known laws of higher mechanics."'

Work on Canal to be Started Next 


Month According to Plans of 


Panamaians. 


Panama, Dec. 3—The Panama Canal 


treaty has been signed without amend- 
ment by the members of the govern* 
ment Junta. The document will 
be 


handed over to Rear A'liriral Walker 
in time to forward it to Washington, 
either on the steamer City of Wash- 
ington, now at Colon, or by the United 
States warship Mayflower, whioh is 
scheduled to sail for home within a 
few days. 


The treaty was brought over to Pan- 


ama by Rear Admiral Walker, M. Ren- 
audin, director of the canal company, 
and Dr. Esprtelia, minister of foreign 
affairs, who went tc Colon to obtain 
the iron box containing the document, 
which'arrived on the City of Washing- 
ton. 


Messrs. Tomas Arias and JOSP A. 


Arago, members of the provisional Jun- 
ta, were at the railway station to meet 
the party. The iron l>o\ was immedi- 
ately taken to the government palace, 
and at 4 o'clock it was opened in the 
presence of the cabinet members, pro 
visionl junta, alcade and several prom- 
inent citizens with all the formalities 
due such an important event. 


The keys to the iron box were in- 


closed in two smaller iron cases ac- 
companying the larger one When they 
had been removed and the lock open- 
ed it was discovered that the large Iron 
box was heavily padded with cotton. 
n the middle, wrapped in the Pana- 
manian flag, was the treaty signed at 
Washington on November 18 by Secre- 
tary Hay, Minister Bunau Varilla 'and 
Frederico Boyd, 
of the government 


unta. It was carefully removed and 
spread out upon a table. The treaty, 
which was in English was carefiilly 
perused and placed under guard for 
he night. At noon the Junta met at 
he palace and each member attached 
:iis signature. 


Tbe following decree was previous- 


y issued: 


Whereas, A guarantee of the inde- 


pendence of the isthmus has been, ob- 
:ained, and 


Whereas, Celerity is indispensable 


to secure an efficacious and imm^fiiate 
fulfillment of this obligation on the 
part of tLe United States and the pro 
visional governme.pt formed by the 
manimous will of the people of 'ho 
isthmus and* possessing full sovereign 
powers over the isthmus territorv. be 
it 


•'Resolved 
and declared that tno 


treaty be approved in all its parts." 


There is much satisfaction over the 


arrival of th entreaty jand Its prompt ac 
ceptance. It -is the general expecta- 
tion here that the canal work will 
start in earnest early in January.
